During  this  past  year  the 
Housing  Committee,  Dean  Wil¬ 
son,  Dean  Bladt,  and  Dean 
Koerble,  has  been  working  with 
the  householders  in  town. 

The  outcome  has  been  the 
organization  of  a  Householder’s 
Association  for  better  commun¬ 
ication  between  students,  house¬ 
holders,  and  the  college. 

Deposit  Required 

The  requirement  of  a  $25  de¬ 
posit  of  off-campus,  as  well  as 
on-campus  students,  is  of  great¬ 
est  importance  to  the  students. 
This  deposit  will  be  held  in  es¬ 
crow  by  the  college  to  prevent 
students  from  entering  into  a 
contractual  arrangement  with 
the  householder  and  then  leav¬ 
ing  at  any  time  they  choose. 
The  same  deposit  works  to  the 
mutual  protection  of  the  stu¬ 
dent. 

The  Association  will  provide 
security  so  that  more  towns 
people  will  open  their  houses  to 
the  students.  The  members  of 
the  Association  will  not  be  at 
the  mercy  of  the  householders 
who  offer  lower  rentals  and 
cheaper  facilities,  thus  enticing 
a  student  to  move  from  one 
house  to  another. 

The  organization  has  been 
established  and  the  agreement 
form  is  being  drawn  up.  This 
agreement  will  be  presented  to 
students  this  fall  for  signatures.
